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LIEUTENANT GENERAL. 

A Bill to Revive the Grade in Favor ot 
Gen. Miles Introduced in Congress. 

Prince Albert, of Belgium, Reaches Wash- 
ington — Will Be Entertained by the 
President and Airs. McKinley — The 
Evans Bill Reported Adversely. 

Washington, March 11. — The senate 
committee on military affairs Thurs- 
day decided to recommend the passage 
of the bill authorizing the revival of 
the grade of lieutenant general of the 
army. The bill authorizes the presi- 
dent to nominate any officer to this 
grade. The bill is in the interest of 
Gen. Miles. 
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GEN. NELSON A. MILES, U. 8. A. 

Thursday Assistant Secretary Meikle- 
john made an order restoring the wages 
of the employes in the United States 
arsenal at Rock Island. 111., to the rates 
existing December 31, 1897. 

The reductions made in these wages 
caused a great commotion in labor cir- 
cles. it being represented that the cut ^ 
has a most depressing effect upon the 
entire labor market of the west. The 
Illinois congressional representatives 
intervened in the men's behalf and the 
secretary of war directed Capt. Blunt, 
the ordnance officer in charge of the 
arsenal, to enme to Washington for 
consultation. 

Washington, March 11. — The field 
officers for the two new artillery regi- 
ments will be as follows: 

Sixth regiment: E. B. Williston, 

colonel commanding; F. G. Smith, 
lieutenant colonel; S. M. Mills, W. P. 
Vose and E. K. Russell, majors. Sev- 
enth regiment: Wm. Sinclair, colonel 

commanding; J. G. Ramsey, lieutenant 
colonel; J. P. Storey, G. G. Greenough 
and F. C. Grugan, majors. The junior 
officers will be announced as soon as 
examinations for promotions now in 
progress are completed. Other changes 
in artillery regiments that will occur as 
a result of the legislation authorizing 
the two new regiments are as follows: 
W. F. Randolph, major in the Third, 
to lieutenant colonel of the Third:Chas 
Morris, captain in the Fifth to major 
in the Third; Tully McCrea, major in 
the Fifth to lieutenant colonel in the 
Fifth; J. C. Murray, captain in the 
First to major in the Fifth; J. E. Bur- 
banks, captain in the Third to major 
in the Fifth; J. W. Dillenbach, captain 
in the first to major in the Second. 

Prince Albert of Belgium reached 
here from New York Thursday after- 
noon shortly before 4 o'clock. He was 
accompanied by the Belgian minister. 
Count Lichtervelde, who went to New 
York to meet him, Lieut. Col. Jung- 
bluth, of the Belgian army, his aide-de- 
camp, and the court physician, Dr. 
Charles Melis. The prince is 
quartered at the Arlington hotel. 
He dined informally Thursday night 
with the Belgian minister at the Met- 
ropolitan club. Friday morning he 
will meet President McKinley and Fri- 
day night will be entertained at din- 
ner by the president and Mrs. McKin- 
ley, for which handsome decorations 
have been arranged. Saturday night 
he will be a guest at a dinner given 
by the vice president and Mrs. Ho- 
bart. 

Senator Morgan, of Alabama, Thurs- 
day introduced a bill authorizing the 
five civilized tribes of Indians or anv 
of them to bring suit in the United 
States supreme court for the deteiS 
mination of their rights under their 
treaties with the United States, and 
providing that the supreme court shall 
take jurisdiction of all questions be- 
tween the United States and any of 
the five civilized tribes. 

The subcommittee of the house 
committee on civil service reform 
Thursday decided by a unanimous vote 
to report adversely the Evans bill tak- 
ing large number of places out of the 
classified service. The report will be 
made to the full committee Friday. 
The action has been generally expect- 
ed and it is probable that some of the 
leaders of the anti-civil service forces 
will now confer as to the advisability 
of taking action to bring the mattei 
directly before the house. 

New Spanish Minister in Washington. 

Washington, March 1L— The new 
Spanish minister, Senor Poto Y Ber- 
nabe, Arrived here early Thursday and 
was met at the station by Senor Du 
Bose, the Spanish charge, and other 
Spanish officials, who gave him a cor- 
dial welcome and escorted him to the 
legation. Later Senor Du Bose called 
at the state department and arranged 
to present Senor Poto at 11:15 o’clock 
Friday morning. At that time the 
minister will be introduced to Secre- 
tary Sherman and Judge Day, but it is 
not yet settled whether his presenta- 
tion to the president will follow at 
once as the cabinet will be in session 
at that time. 

Will Inspect Holland's Submarine Boat. 

New York, March 1L — Capt W. H. 
Jacques, president of the Holland Tor- 
pedo Co., arrived from Washington 
Thursday. There was a meeting o: 
the officers of the company soon aftei 
his arrival. Capt Jacques said that 
the government had decided to send 
an officer to inspect the Holland sub- 
marine boat, to be present at her trials 
and make a report thereon. At the 
conclusion of the interview he said: 
“The boat is now at Perth Amboy and 
the experiments to be made under the 
supervision of the government office] 
will be conducted from there.” 



CAPT. PERAL, 

President of the Spanish Board of Inquiry; 

in an Unofficial Capacity, Says He Finds 

That the Maine Was Not Wrecked by a 

Torpedo. 

Havana, March 12. — Friday Capt. 
Peral, president of the Spanish naval 
court of inquiry into the cause of the 
Maine disaster, granted au interview 
to a correspondent who he authorized 
to say that it was the first and only in- 
terview he had given to any news- 
paper on the subject of the inquiry. 
Capt. Peral said: 

•• Ourdi vers are hard at work examining the 
hull of the Maine. Great difficulty is experi- 
enced owing to the deep mud in which the hull 
Is buried and the condition of the wreck for- 
ward of amidships. The whole forward part 
of the ship is a mass of iron and steel debris. 
We have hoisted up much of it. but in the mud 
it is not always possible to tell what parts of 
the ship's armor, decks, beams or stanchions 
are found, the explosion so changed their po- 
sition. 

“We think we have located the ram or prow, 
but not in the position supposed. The forward 
turret, mounting two large guns, was blown 
clear of the hull into the water on the star- 
board. 

“We shall continue our work and try to ex- 
amine the hull forward down to the keeL It is 
possible that we may propose to the American 
authorities to raise the hull by means of the 
floating dock brought from England and now 
in Havana harbor. 

••We can nm believe there was an external 
explosion of a torpedo for the following rea- 
sons : 

“A torpedo, following the line of least re- 
sistance, must have blown a great hole in the 
mud at the bottom of the harbor. No such 
hole was found. 

“A torpedo must have thrown a large mass 
of water into the air if exploded at a depth of 
only 25 feet or so, or at least have produced a 
wave reaching the other ships and the shore of 
the harbor. We have examined every one on 
shipboard or shore who saw the explosion, but 
no one can be found who remarked any up- 
heaval of the water or a big wave. A torpedo 
explosion always kills fish in the vicinity. No 
fish were killed by the Maine disaster, as fish- 
ermen who have known the harbor for many 
years testify. To produce the effects noted in 
the wreck a torpedo would have to be of enor- 
mous size, fully 150 or 200 kilos. 

“I am therefore of opinion that the explo- 
sion occurred within the ship. I know and re- 
spect Capt. Sigsbee and I believe the Ameri- 
can regulations affecting naval conduct, which 
I have read and found admirable, were care- 
fully observed. But some things which can 
not be foreseen are bound to happen in any 
navy.” 

It should be borne in mind that this 
is the first and only interview he has 
given any one. Capt. Peral requested 
this correspondent to make it known 
that he had granted the interview in 
his unofficial capacity and not as presi- 
dent of the Spanish court of inquiry, 
which the law forbids him to do. 



PASSED AWAY. 



Gen. W. 8. Rosecrans Dies at His Home 
Near Redondo, Cal. — Brief Sketch of His 
Life. 

Los Angei.es, Cal., March 12. — Gen. 
W. S. Rosecrans died Friday morning 
at 7 o'clock at his home near Redondo. 

The old warrior’s death was peaceful 
in the extreme. For several days he 
has been between life and death, at 
times unconscious and again in a coma- 
tose state. His splendid vitality has 
kept him alive for days. When it was 
known that the end was near, all the 
watchers at the bedside were ready at 
any time to see the last. 

At the bedside when the end came 
were a son and daughter of the gen- 
eral, Carl and Anna Rosedrans, and a 
Dumber of immediate friends of the 
family, besides the attending phy- 
sician, Dr. Hayes. 

William Stark Rosecrans was born in Kings- 
ton. Delaware county. O , September 6 . 1819. 
His parents were of old Dutch stock. He was 
raised on a farm and educated at the public 
schools. He clerked in a store and in 1837 ap- 
plied to the secretary of war for appointment 
to the West Point military academy. He was 
appointed and graduated in 1842. He entered 
the engineer errps as second lieutenant and re- 
ported for duty at Fortress Monroe. In 1843 he 
went to West Point as assistant professor iu 
the engineering department. 

Lieut. Rosecrans resigned from the army in 
April. 1854. and went to Cincinnati to engage in 
the coal mining business. 

At the beginning of the war Gen. Rosecrans 
was a private citizen. When it became evi- 
dent that military operations must become 
necessary to crush the rebellion, he offered his 
services to Gen. Dennison, of Ohio, and he was 
requested to act as engineer and lay out Fort 
Dennison. He went to Washington later 
and was given the position of chief engineer 
of Ohio, with the rank of colonel. He was 
commissioned colonel of the Twenty- Third 
Ohio regiment later and entered the field and 
within three days was commissioned brigadier 
general. He took the field in West Virginia 
at once. His first important action was at 
Rich mountain, which he won. 

Gen. Rosecrans succeeded Gen. McClellan in 
the department of Ohio. He had commanded 
the national forces and defeated Gen. John B. 
Floyd at Carnifax Ferry, September 10, 1861, 
thwarting Lee’s attempt to get a footing 
in Western Virginia. He participated in the 
battle of Corinth and afterward took com- 
mand of the army of the Mississippi. He de- 
feated Gen. Sterling Price and pursued him 
for 40 miles. He was made commander of the 
Department of the Cumberland, which posi- 
tion he held from October 27. 1862, to October 
19, 1863. He commanded in the battle about 
Murfreesboro, one of the bloodiest and most 
decisive of the war. He drove Bragg out of 
middle Tennessee in 15 days. 

Gen. Rosecrans commanded at the great bat- 
tle around Chattanooga and held Chattanooga, 
the objective point. The battle was a victory 
for the confederates. Gen. Rosecrans was re- 
lieved in October, 1864. and was assigned to the 
department of the Missouri. He was mus- 
tered out of the volunteer service in January, 

1866. and resigned from the army in March, 

1867. He had been brevetted major general. 
He was appointed minister to Mexico 
in July. 1868. and held the office until 
June. 1869. He mined in Mexico and 
manufactured powder in San Francisco. He 
was elected to congress from California in 1881 
and servered four years. He then settled on a 
ranch near Redondo. Los Angeles county. Cal., 
and spent the last years of his life quietly. His 
wife, the daughter of Judge Hegeman, of 
New York, died in 1878. Three children, Carl 
Rosecrans, Mrs. J. K. Toole, of Helena, Mont., 
and Miss Anna Rosecrans, survive him. 

Shot Herself With a Revolver. 

Chicago, March 12. — Mrs. John S. 
Boyd, daughter-in-law of Millionaire 
Francis Boyd, of Milwaukee, attempt- 
ed suicide Friday by shooting herself 
with a revolver, because she thought 
her husband had been taken from her 
by his parents. 

Retired Naval Officers Offer Their Services. 

Washington, March 12.— In antici- 
pation of a rupture between the 
United States and Spain many naval 
officers on the retired list have notified 
the secretary of the navy of their 
willingness and readiness to perform 
any duty in the line of their profession 
that he may deem suitable for them.

IN CONGRESS. 

No Prepared Programme in the Sen- 
ate This Week. 



The Post Office Appropriation Bill, the 
Virginia Contested Election Case and 
Possibly the Naval Appropriation 
Bill Will Be Considered. 



Washington, March 14. — There is no 
prepared programme for the senate 
for the present week. If Senator 
Bacon is prepared to speak on the 
Hawaiian annexation treaty it will be 
taken up promptly, as indeed it will 
be if any senator is prepared to go on 
with the debate. It is not expected, 
however, that there will be much 
further discussion on this subject in 
executive session, and it is the inten- 
tion of Senator Davis, chairman of the 
senate com mittee on foreign relations, 
at a very early day to move to 
lay Senator Bacon's plebescite 
amendment upon the table. It 
is upon this motion that 
the managers of the treaty hope to 
secure a test vote, and Senator Davis 
said Sunday that he was hopeful that 
this vote might be reached during the 
present week. Senator Pettigrew is 
anxious and expects to get his five per 
cent land bill before the senate early 
in the week, and Senator Vest will 
make an effort to secure consid- 
eration of the quarantine bilL 
There is • also a possibility that 
the census bill may be pressed 
for consideration. An entirely 
new census bill probably will be offer- 
ed, providing for the immediate estab- 
lishment of the census machinery in- 
stead of making preliminary arrange- 
ments for it as the bill first prepared 
did. The committee on appropriations 
is hopeful of being able to report the 
Sundry civil bill during the week, and 
if it should be successful this measure 
will be pressed upon the attention of 
the senate to the exclusion of every- 
thing else. 

The programme of the house this 
week as mapped out would be com- 
pletely changed if any move is made in 
connection with the Spanish crisis in- 
volving legislative action. But as at 
present arranged it includes simply 
the consideration of the post office ap- 
propriation bill and the Virginia con- 
tested election case of Thorp vs. Eppes, 
with the possibility that the na-

SECRETARY OF WAR 

lothorizos Capt. Flagler, the Chief of Ord- 
nance, to Procure Rapid Fire Guns for 
Coast Defense. 

Washington, March 12. —Secretary 
Ylger has authorized Gen. Flagler, the 
:hief of ordnance, to make arrange- 
nents at once for procuring a large 
lumber of rapid fire guns for seacoast 
lefenses. This action is taken v’ith- 
>ut waiting for the allotment among 
:he various bureaus of the w’ar and 
lavy departments of the 550,000. 000 
rated for the national defense. The 
secretary felt that there was no 
reason for further delaying the nee- 
;ssary steps for the procurement 
if these guns as it was felt 
ihere would be no trouble in arriving 
it an equitable adjustment of the mon- 
ey available. Ever since the battle- 
ship Maine w r as wrecked in Havana 
aarbor the ordnance department has 
been hastening the delivery of guns 
already finished and making arrange- 
ments for the supply of such a number 
of additional ones as the officials felt 
warranted in ordering without the ad- 
ditional funds which have since been 
put at their disposal. The ordnance 
bureau will take all these rapid tire 
guns that can be procured within a rea- 
sonable time and they will be shipped 
to the seacoast fortifications as rap- 
idly as possible. They constitute 
what is known as the auxiliary defense 
for the fortifications and are a ma- 
terial assistance to the big guns, w hich 
necessarily are slower of movement 
and firing. They also would be of in- 
valuable assistance in keeping the en- 
emy’s ships from the vicinity of sub- 
marine mines and other obscured 
works of defense by maintaining a 
constant fire over such places. Con- 
tracts for the delivery of carriages for 
these rapid fire guns have also been 
authorized and will be shipped to the 
fortifications as soon as completed. 
The carriages can be made and 
delivered much quicker than the 
guns, so that expedition in the manu- 
facture of the latter is what the 
officials of the ordnance bureau are 
urging. Quite a number of establish- 
ments throughout the United States 
have responded to the department’s 
inquiries as to whether they can assist 
in making these guns. They include 
the Army gun factory, the Bethlehem 
iron works, the Driggs Ordnance Co. 
and the American Ordnance Co. The 
guns are mounted without much trou- 
ble so that haste in their manufacture 
is the essential in the present crisis. 
It is now admitted by the 
ordnance officials that directions 
have been given to the various 
arsenals and armories controlled by 
the government to increase the work- 
ing force to the fullest practical ex- 
tent with a view to hurrying the com- 
pletion of existing projects. Likewise 
all firms having contracts to supply 
the government with ordnance have 
been requested to work their men night 
and day in order to finish the work in 
hand and to arrange their business 
with a view to increased orders. 
As to small arms extra ammuni- 
tion orders have been already 
placed with the Union Metallic Cart- 
ridge Co. of Bridgeport, Ct., and the 
Winchester Arms Co. of New York. 
The negotiations for the supply of 
large numbers of small arms, army 
equipments and accoutrements are now 
in progress. The bureau officials have 
not yet indicated the exact number 
which will be ordered but that the ag- 
gregate will be large is shown by the 
fact that manufacturers have been, 
given the cue to make all they can. 

Washington, March 12. — The house 
naval committee Friday placed in the 
navy bill provision for an increase in 
the number of naval marines of 473. This 
increase had been especially asked for 
by the secretary of the navy and was 
not included in the reeular recom- 
mendations. This brings the total 
number of marines up to 3,073. 

Negotiations are proceeding for the 
purchasing of the Brazilian cruiser 
Amazonas and her sister ship the Bar- 
bozo, by the United States, but so far 
as the navy department is advised* 
have not yet been closed.

Cruiser Colombia Out of Dry Dock. 

Philadelphia, March 12.— The big 
cruiser Columbia was \aken out ol 
dry dock Friday afternoon. She will 
begin taking on stores at once. Am- 
munition will be taken on at Fort 
Mifflin. The Columbia and Minne 
apolis will sail south in a few days. 

Their destination is not known.

PREPARING FOR WAR. 

Great Activity at the Different Forts and 
Navy Yards. 



The Miantonomah, Katahdin, Minneapolis 
and Columbia About Ready for Busi- 
ness — Pushing the Work on Big Guns 
and Steel Projectiles — Recruiting. 



Pensacola, Fla., March 14. — Fort 
Pickens, which guards the entrance to 
the harbor on the east side is the scene 
of great activity just now. It is con- 
sidered one of the strongest of the old 
style of forts in the country. New sia 
and eight-inch rifle guns will be mount- 
ed on it and i-f a lot of vessels should 
succeed in passing the heavy batteries 
of disappearing guns and mortars or 
Santa Rosa island, the fort will be abl« 
to do effective work when they read 
the channel. The big disappearing 
guns are now in position and it i* 
learned that the troops at For 
Barrancas are under orders to prepan 
for practice with them, which is ex 
pected to begin within the next te« 
days. Large quantities of ammuni 
tion have been received at the fort anc 
more is on the way. The Pensacoli 
division of the naval militia have jus‘ 
received from the government a spien 
did Hotchkiss rapid-fire gun and a ful 
outfit of cutlasses, ammunition, etc. 
and they are ready to begin practice. 

Tallahassee, Fla.. March 14. — Front 
all reports coming into the adjutan* 
general's office here and letters fron 
commanders of companies, it is learnec 
that the Florida state troops are now 
recruited up to the full legal standard 
with offers of enough men to put 3,001 
more in the field in a week. In Tampa 
and Jacksonville especially the wai 
fever is strong and the commanders 
of companies there, both infantry anc 
artillery, report offers of hundreds 
beyond their needs. 

San Antonio, Tex., March 14. — Ligh’ 
Battery K, First artillery, was Sundaj 
recalled from the target range at Kerr 
ville and ordered to Galveston. Th< 
battery had just reached the rang* 
after a march of three days, and with 
out giving the men or horses mors 
than a day’s rest, has started on th< 
return. The order was issued by Gen 
Graham, commander of the depart 
ment, on instructions received fron: 
Washington Sunday. 

San Antonio, Tex., March 14.— J. W 
Greer, a mechanical engineer of this 
city, is now’ negotiating with the war 
department for the purchase of an au 
tomatie machine gun for fortifications 
and floating batteries which he has in 
vented and patented. The depart- 
ment is now making a teal 
with a gun constructed on the 
lines of Mr. Greer's patent which will 
shoot 300 three-inch projectiles per 
minute, the fastest machine gun here- 
tofore inventedthrowing .but 11 three- 
inch shots per minute. The Greer au- 
tomatic machine gun can be construct- 
ed for still heavier ammunition and 
will shoot four-inch projectiles at the 
rate of 250 per minute. 

A feature of the gun which recom- 
mends it at this time is that the inven- 
tion can be employed on the guns now 
in use by the department a-nd can be 
manufactured in a very short time. 

Reading, Pa, March 14, — The prom- 
ise of a contract for projectilea 
amounting to 81,000,000 to the Carpen- 
ter steel works kept the entire plant 
in unusual activity Sunday- Work 
was pushed all along the line on pro- 
jectiles in the main plant; on the erec- 
tion of the three new buildings be- 
gun Saturday,. and in getting 

the Diamond Steel Co.’s works, 

(which have been re-leased) into run* 
ning order. Masons, carpenters, ma* 
chinists. steel melters and makers and 
a score of other classes of workmen 
were on duty and in two weeks the 
company will have an increased plant 
to double the present capacity and will 
probably employ 750 men. More ship- 
ments will be made Monday by order 
of government officials. 

Philadelphia, March 14. — There was 
a general absence at League Island 
navy yard Sunday of the unusual ac- 
tivity which prevailed last Sunday and 
the Sunday previous. A few workmen 
were busy about the yard and aboard 
the ships, but their work was of a finish- 
ing up character. The Miantonomah, 
Katahdin, Minneapolis and Columbia 
are now all but ready to sail within a 
day or two if so ordered, and what- 
ever additional repairs may be neces- 
sary ean be attended to en route. A 
few more men are needed for the 
Katahdin and Minneapolis, and a de- 
tachment of marines under Lieut. 
Fuller are expected shortly to 
complete the Columbia's comple- 
ment, All the warships are now 
coaled and have most of their 
stores aboard, and about all that 
remains to be done now’ is to replenish 
their stock of ammunition. This will 
be done at the government magazine, 
a short distance below the navy yard, 
and all the vessels will then be ready 
for sailing at a moment's notice. The 
Columbia is anchored in the river and 
as soon as her marines arrive will 
steam to the magazine. 

Wilmington, Del., March 14.— The 
powder works of the E. L Dupont- 
De Memours Co. is now w’orking day 
and night on a government order for 
hexagonal powder for the big guns. 
Until a day or tw’o ago only the day 
force was at work, but it is said that 
orders from Washington necessitated 
the employment of a night force. 
In addition some of the build- 
ings are being enlarged and 
more machinery is being putin. 

Co-Operate Commonwealth Colooy 

Tacoma, Wash., March 14. — The co- 
operate commonwealth founded by Eu- 
gene V. Debs has located a colony of 
its followers four miles west of Bel- 
fast, in Skagit county, this state. 
Eighty members have arrived, over- 
half of whom are men whose families, 
still remain in the east. They came to 
look the field over and select locations. 
They form an intelligent and thrifty 
looking company and do not appear to 
be afraid of toil. The party is made 
up of men from Chicago. St, Louis,

A Forecast Of 1898 Fruit Frospectg. 

H. F. Hillenmeyer, i be popular and 
reliable nurseryman of Lexington, has 
written the following about the pros- 
pects for fruit this season : 

Pubs. The Bourbon News : 

Complying with your request to 
write something ahont the fruit pros- 
pect of '98 for The Bourbon News, it 
goes without say lug tnat to this date 
nothing is injured and every chance the 
most favoring. Last Fall was very dry, 
aud as always under these circum- 
stances every fruit and forest tree will I 
bloom profusely, giving the initial cun- 1 
ditiou of full yield. 

The apple is the great staple fruit of 
the farm, and as we have had no crop, 
since ’95, there is now no reason why 
the phenomenal yield of that year may 
not be repeated this. The stone fiuits 
hear fall year after year, but. of course, 
after failure or scant crop, the capa- 
bility of the trees is increased. 

If the present prospect be not blighted 
by untimely’ frost, or cold rains at the 
time of blooming, we may expect 
abundance and fine quality iu peaches, 
plums aud cherries. 

Last Fall especially favored the 
giape, and of these we are compara- 
tively certain. 

The use of small fruits has woud r- 
fully increased in Kentucky an<1 few 
country homes but have straw l» rries, 
raspberries, blackberries, currauis and 
gooseberries. Now the prospect for 
these is not good. The blossom of the 
strawberry is formed in the Fall, and a 
thing conceived and nurtured iu pov- 
erty and distress has not the inherent 
vigor of that born of favoring condi- 
tions. These plants all showed distress 
under the glinting heat and draught of 
last Fall, and it was perfectly evident 
then that save uuder the most fostering 
Spring conditions the berry crop of ’98 
would not be as that of ’97. 

The opinion is confidently ventured 
that the coming year will be 
cornucopian in the larger fruits and 
disappointing in the smaller oues. 

Present weather conditions do not 
favor, and the fruit crop of 1894 was a 
total loss by reason of the severe frosts 
beginning on March 25th after three 
weeks of charming weather, just as this. 

! Should present weather long continue 
many elements of danger are added, 
affecting fruits both large aud small. 
In the Spring of 1869 peach tiees were 
| in full bloom about March 20th and the 
crop that year was exceptionally fine, 

| but an early Spring is rarely advantage- 
ous to the fruit crop of Kentucky

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\ New Process for Preserving Milk 
Indefinitely. 

Considering the wide and extended 
use of condensed milk products, the 
new method of manufacturing it by 
a freezing instead of a heating proc- 
ess as carried out at Cattaraugas, N. 
Y., is important and interesting. The 
first treatment consists in placing the 
milk in a vacuum chamber to rid it of 
animal gases and atmospheric air dis- 
solved in the milk, which appears at 
the surface in bubbles, and thus es- 
capes. This reduces the volume of the 
milk about one-tenth. The milk leaves 
this chamber at the proper tempera- 
ture for the removal of the fatty con- 
tents by means of a cream separator 
! w'hich is set to run heavy cream. Dar- 
ing this process any foreign matter, 
such as solid particles, which are si- 
wav's in evidence, are removed and the 
cream is added subsequently to the fin- 
ished product. 

From the separator the fat-free milk 
is run over a bank of copper pipes, 
through which ice- water circulates, re- 
ducing the temperature of the milk 
from 80 degrees. After passing over 
these cooling coils it is placed in re- 
frigerating chambers and constantly 
stirred. In about nine hours the whole 
bulk of milk is converted into a mass 
of icy crystals and milk sufficiently 
thick to form into hummocks. This is 
again placed in a centrifugal, and 
the milk reduced in volume about one- 
balf. An average sample of the ice, 
which looks very much like snow, gives 
on analysis only about two-tenths of 
one per cent, of solid matter. The 
new thick milk is returned to the freez- 
ing closet, and in about seven hours 
more it is reduced to a dense mass of 
crystals, which, after centrifugal 
treatment, measures only one-quarter 
of the original bulk. A third freezing 
of 4 y 2 hours, and a centrifugal extrac- 
tion, reduces the bulk of the milk to 
about 13 per cent, of its original vol-

The final step of the process is the ad* 
mixture of the heavy cream in propor* 
tion to the fat-free milk. This final 
product, or condensed milk, is a fair 
representation of milk minus the bulk; 
of its water. Moreover, it is free from 
foreign flavors and has an aroma which 
is true to the milk from which it i» 
prepared. It mixes readily with water, 
forming milk from which cream will 
separate as from untreated milk. To 
show the great concentration of the 
milk, it may be stated that taking 100 
gallons of milk as a unit quantity, thia 
would reduce to 13 gallons In the end. 
In other words, the 87 gallons of water 
In the milk are formed into ice, leav- 
ing an unfrozen balance of very thick 
milk, which represents milk sugar, 
casein and inorganic salts, fully nine 
gallons of solids. The fat equivalent 
added by the heavy cream removed ini 
the first operation is adjusted in the 
final treatment to represent a dilu- 
tion with water three parts and con- 
densed milk one part, a proportion of 
three and sixteenths per cent, of milk 
fat. which is the normal proportion in 
the average milk. It is stated that 
condensed’ milk prepared in this man- 
ner will keep indefinitely', as the mi- 
cro-organisms producing fermentation, 
are destroyed. — Philadelphia Record.

THE POULTRY INDUSTRY, 



It Gives ((nick Returns in Winter as 
Well as in Summer. 

Let every farmer carefully estimate 
the cost of the things he produces in the 
form of labor. He need not put down 
the sums he expends out of his pocket, 
but simply endeavor to place a value 
upon the labor he himself bestows on 
every department of the farm and for 
each crop. If he is a “business man,” 
that is, if he knows what he is doing by 
keeping an account of his operations, 
as every man who is in business does, 
or should do, he will have no difficulty 
in classifying the receipts and expenses, 
and especially the cost of labor. Next 
let him estimate the space or number of 
acres of land he has given every one of 
the crops, as well as the plowing, har- 
rowing, seeding, cultivating, harvest- 
ing, hauling, shipping, etc., and charge 
interest on the capital invested. After 
he has done this let him take up poul- 
try, place a value upon the meat and 
eggs, the cost of the food, and the labor 
bestowed 



STORING VEHICLES. 



How to Construct a W indlass of an 
Improved Pattern. 

In the making of plans for a wind- 
lass to elevate box from wagons or 
sleighs, the first requisite is a building 
of proper dimensions and construction 
to make it practicable. Fig. 1 portrays 
one 24 by 20 feet, and allows for corn 
c-nb full length on one side. It re- 
quires three sills and two plates, three 
cross beams, nine posts eight feet long 
and double doors at each end seven feet 
wide; comfortable space is left to pass 
between two wagons side by side. A 
post set in the ground at center or 
where doors meet should be about eight 
or ten inches high, with groove at both 
sides to receive the end of board placed 
directly under the edge of door, which

the labor particularly — and 
then compare the result from the poul- 
try with those from the larger stock 
and regular crops. He will find that if 
he had kept more hens, and given them 
only one-fourth of the care and labor 
bestowed on other sources of revenue 
on the farm, he would have had a 
larger balance in his favor. By looking 
over the statistics he will find that 
poultry produces more than sheep, and 
that our enormous wheat crop is not 
much greater in value, annually, than 
the products of fowls. With markets 
always ready, and with cash returns 
every month in the year for poultry and 
eggs, the farmer uses the most profit- 
able sources of income as a “side busi- 
ness,” and expends his energies over 
large areas, being fortunate if he can 
clear as much as $10 or $20 an acre a 
year, while right under his eyes his 
fowls, on a few' rods or acres, give him 
ouick returns both summer and win- 
ter, which he does not recognise as be- 
longing to “farming,” but which source 
of revenue he could utilize to the best 
advantage if he would give poultry his 
attention as a business. — Farm and 
Fireside.

AMONG THE POULTRY 



Keep the chickens and their quarters 
clean. 

Having high perches often causes 
bumble foot. 

Supply raw bone, either crushed or 
in the form of meal. 

With laying hens wheat may be the 
principal grain food. 

So far. as is possible the food should 
be varied every few days. 

Push the hatching. The early hatched 
pullets make the best winter layers. 

Tobaeco stems or leaves placed in the 
nests will aid in keeping them free 
from vermin.

'Wouldn’t Redeem. 

A reporter went int*j iLe New York 
postoffice the other day with a bundle 
of misdirected stamped envelopes in his 
jjocket to see if Uncle Sam would not 
redeem them for cash. He- fonud a 
window in a room on the second floor, 
where this is the special business at- 
tended to. Uuele Sam’s representative 
looked over the lot of envelopes, handed 
back five, with the cash for the others, 
and said: 

“You will have to take a trip to Falls 
City, Neb.; Columbus, Ga.; Newark, 
N. J., and Brooklyn to get those four 
redeemed, and here is one we won’t re- 
deem at all. You see, it is this way: In 
does not matter where an envelope is 
addressed to; the point is where it 
comes from — what postoffioe issued it. 
A postoffice can only redeem envelopes 
which it has issued itself. If an en- 
velope shows on the face of it that some 
other office issued it, I oau’t give you 
cash for it. 

“Now look at this one. Here in the 
corner is a note, ‘After ten days return 
to Mr. Blank, Falls City, Neb. ’ Evi- 
dently the Falls City postoirice i&sueu 
that, and you will have to go there to 
get it redeemed if you are fond of long 
distance economy of that sort. These 
envelopes here with no ‘Return to’ note 
may have been issued by some other 
office, but we have no means of know- 
ing it and take them ou faith. Here is 
one marked, ‘Return to P. O. box 2,856, 
New York city.’ We will take that, for 
we evidently issued iit. The priuciplo 
is simple, even if its workings look 
complicated. ’’ 

The reporter reminded the clerk that 
be had refused one envelope altogether. 
The clerk took it up and looked at it. 
It had uo “Returu to” note in the cor- 
ner, but the name and address were 
printed on it. 

“Well, you see, that comes under a 
different rule,” he continued. “The 
idea is to redeem envelopes which have 
been misdirected by accident. This man 
bas spoiled this envelope to help on his 
business, sending it to some correspond- 
ent inclosed with a letter asking for a 
business order likely. He expected the 
other man to use this envelope only in 
writing to him and to keep him in minu 
of it he printed his address ou it. He 
-did not intend to furnish free stamps 
lor his business acquaintances unless he 
got them buck on letters to himself. 
His correspondent — you in this case — 
either did not send him an order or sent 
it in a new envelope. Now you waut to 
get back 2 cents. The business man 
spent that 2 cents simply to boom hiu 
business. Uncle Sam is not booming 
any one’s business, even to the extent 
of 2 cents, except where all share alike 
through general prosperity. Ybucanuot 
get that envelope redeemed anywhere.’ 5
